report: 

After  attending  classes  in 
Taiwan,  these  brothers  travel¬ 
ed  to  the  United.  States  to  fur¬ 
ther  their  education  and,  at  the 
same  time,  polish  their  Eng- 
Us'h.  ' 

James ,  .Cihen,  majoring  in 
English,  studied  for  two  years 
at  the'  Taiwan  Normal  Univer¬ 
sity.  His  brother,  Robert,  was. 
graduated  from  Cheng  -  Kung 
University  with  a  foreign  Ian- 
;uage  , major.  James,  .who  h^ 
een  here  for  two  and  one- 
half  years,  aspires  to  -  grad- 
imte  this  semester  with  a  dou¬ 
ble  major  in  mathematics  and 
English. 

Following  graduation,  he 
hopes  to  complete  his  doctoral 
^gree -in  mathematics  at  Ok¬ 
lahoma  Uiuversity.  Upon  re- 
buning  to  ;  Taiwan,  he  hopes  ' 
to  teach  mathematics  Or  pursue 
a  career  in  mathematical  re- 
'  aearch;-  ' 

A^.  newcomer  to  th«  '  ' 
.  states,  Robert  Chen  is  be¬ 
ginning  his  I  second  senies-  v 
ter  as  a .  chemistry,  major. 

;  After  completing,  another 
•  year,  he  intends  to  transfer '  i 
to  attain  a  degree  in  .chem¬ 
istry  .and  return  to  his 
homeland  to  teach.; 

.  When  ■  asked  >vhat  reactions ' 
they  felt  after  their,  arrival, 
both  agreed  that  it  was  “quite 
a  change.”  The  differences 
they  noticed  ranged  from 
TOhool  sports  to  types  of  food. 

Most  athletic  activities  in 
both  countries  are  the  same. 
In  Taiwan,  in  place  of  football, 
soccer  is  substituted  as  the  faH 
spoil. .  Otherwise ,  student .  parti-, 
cipation  in  groups  is  less  com- 
ihon...The  few  social  dances 
that  .they  have  are  of  a  more 
formal  type  for  special  occa-, 
sioris.-  James  added  that  in 
Taiwan  there  is  not  actually . 
too  much  interest  in  student 
activities,  not  even  in  student  . 
government. 

Individual  activities  there 
are  more  popular.  Dating,  as 
in  most  countries,  is  not  an  un¬ 
common  thing.  Movie  theaters 
are  numerous  in  the  larger 
cities.  Because  of  the  great  ex¬ 
pose  in  keeping  automobiles, 
they .  are  rarely  seen  on  the 
Asian  .  campus.  Bicycles  and 
motorcycles  have  become  the' 
Taiwan  students’  main  mode 
•f  ti'ansportation. 

In  regard  to  the  drinking  of 
Jdcohblic  beverages,  James 
elated  that  no  age  limit  has 
been  set  in  his  country ;  there- 
lore,  no  required  identification 
cards  are  necessary.  "Very  few 
iBtudents  do  drink,”  Robert 
commented,  “but  there  again. 

It  may  be  due  .  to  lack  of  in¬ 
terest.” 

Most  students  in  Taiwan 
'  are ;  too  much  absorbed  in

In  comparison  .  to  MSC’s 
.  grading  system,  the  Taiwan 
evaluation  seems  to  be  more 
strict.  A  score  of  80  per  cent 
or  higher  is  an  A;  however,  as 
James  pointed  out,  few  stu¬ 
dents  score  Uiat  high  because 
the  tests  are  difficult.  In  Tai¬ 
wan,  examinations  are  given 
less  frequently,  with  tests  lim¬ 
ited  to  two  per  semester,  the 
mid-terms  and  the  finals.  If  a 
student  fails  the  final,  he  does 
not  pass  the  course.

Even  though  there  is  no  uni¬ 
versal  language,  the  peoples  of 
the  world  are  able  to  com¬ 
municate  with  one  another. 

Despite  this  communicative 
ability  the  future  of  tiie  world’s 
races  is  clouded  with  crisis,  of¬ 
ten  the  result  of  misunder¬ 
standing  or  misinterpreting  the 
meanings  which  others  are  try¬ 
ing  to  convey. 

.  In  an  institution  of  higher 
learning,  such  as  Northwest 
Missouri  l^ate,  one  would  ex¬ 
pect  to  find  communicative 
skills  being  used  to -their  full¬ 
est  —  not  only  in  the  class¬ 
room  but  also  at  all  levels  of 
college  activity. 

Movie  Excitement: 
'Bonnie  and  Clyde' 

In  the  never-ending  flow  of 
movies  from  America’s  film 
capital,  there  occasiomdly  ap¬ 
pears  a  movie  that  causes 
more  than  a  little  excitement 
and  repercussion  throughout 
the  country.  Such  is  the  case 
with  the  movie,  “Bonnie  and 
Clyde.’’ 

The  movie  is  based  oh  the 
adventure  of  Gyde  Barrow 
and  Bonnie  Parker,  a  couple 
who  made  the  list  of  colorful 
figures  of  the  gangland  era 
while  killing  and  laundering 
for  fun  and  profit.  Bonnie  is 
played  by  Faye  Dunaway,  and 
Gyde  is  portrayed  by  Warren 
Beatty,  also  the  film’s  produc¬ 
er. 

Unquestionably,  “Bonnie  and 
■Clyde”  is  one  of  the  best  ex¬ 
amples  of  that  box-office  draw, 
—  violence.  Blending  horror 
and  humor,  it  draws  die  au¬ 
dience  in  sympathy  toward  its 
anti-heiees. 

Most  importantly,  however, 
the  movie  shows  the  trend  of 
United  States  movie  -  makers 
who  take  once-shocking  and 
overly-vulgar  themes  and  treat 
them  with  maturity,  something 
unheard  of  five  years  ago.
